REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants' response, which included amendment to claims 1, 3, 5-12, 14,16, 17, 
22-26 and cancellation of claims, 2, 4, 13, 15 and 18-21, filed on 5/12/2008, is made of 
record. Claims 1, 3, 5-12, 14, 16, 17 and 22-26 are now pending. 

In view of applicants' response, all 112 first and second paragraph rejections 
made in the previous office action have been obviated. As for prior art 103 rejection of 
claims 1-13, 23 and 24 over Ambinter Exploratory Library 2002, in view of applicants' 
pointing out that the rejection is based on positional isomer or homolog of excluded 
compounds of the said library and that the reference clearly does not teach any use of 
the excluded compounds and hence there is no motivation to make the isomers or 
homologs. In addition, further prior art search provided two references. Blyumin 
teaches the excluded compounds as intermediates and Seybold, US 4,371,734 also 
generically teaches instant compounds as intermediates. See In re Lalu 223 USPQ 
1257. Hence, prior art 103 rejection made in the previous office action has been 
deemed as obviated. 

Therefore, the examiner noted that the claims 1, 3, 5-12, 14, 16, 17 and 22-26 
would be in condition for allowance.
